PROTECTING FOREIGN 
INTERESTS. 


Not once, but on many acca- 
sions, Dr. Sun Yat-sen has 
threatened to seize the Maritime 
Customs revenues collected in 
Kwanktung Province. He did so 
again a few weeks ago, and in 
view of the possibility of the 
intention being carried inte effect 
on this occasion, the Diplomatic 
Body in Peking saw fit to issue a 
plaints-warded warning to the 
effect that such a course of, 
action would lead to serious re- 
sults. Yesterday reports were 
current that in order to prevent 
the illegal seizure of the revenues, 
it was deemed advisable for for- 
eign sailors to occupy the Cus- 
toms Buildings. These reports 
bave not yet been cuntirmed. 


The necessity of taking pro- 
tective steps cannot be denied. 
The Chinese Maritime Customs 
are under foreign supervision. 
and as the revenues therefrom 
are hypothecated against foreign 
loans, it is obviously clear that 
the Powers have a right to take 
all needful measure: to protect 
the bondholders’ interests: No 
individual provinces or groups of 
provinces have the least right to 
interfere with the Customs collec- 
tions, which represent national 
revenue and must be remitted to 
Peking, where. after the due 
obligations to the: Powers have 
been met. the surplus is released 
for the use of the Central 
Government. We can well un- 
derstand Dr. Son’s anxiety . to 
lay hands on this very consider: 
able revenue, but the fact re- 
tains that neither he nor his 
Government has any rightful 
claim toit.. 9” : 
. During bis latest stay in Can- 
ton, Dr.’ Sun has found the 
greatest of difficulty in securing. 
funds with which to pay the 
military and carry (on his 
Government., He has resorted 
to all manner of means, con- 
stitutional and otherwise, to 
raise money, but up to the 
Present he has had the good 
sense not to touch the Customs 
revenue. It seems that his 
position has latterly become 
such that he was prepared to 
contemplate thisi step as a finat
